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AMENDMENTS TO 2005 BUILDING FORM FOR 705 DOANE ROAD, EASTHAM 
Larson Fisher Associates, 5 January 2021 


The 2005 B Form for 705 Doane Road speculated, in the absence of a clear chain of title, that the original house on the property was 
built for Freeman Doane Jr. (The physical existence of this house still needs to be confirmed by an interior inspection.) However, 
research on a neighboring property at 705 Doane Road (EAS.769) has determined that the house at this address is more convincingly 
associated with Freeman Doane Jr. (1807-77) thereby linking 705 Doane Road with his brother Isaac Doane (1805-85). They were 
conveyed the land by their father Freeman Doane Sr (1769-1852) whose house appears to have been on the parcel assigned to Isaac. 


Both houses and a large amount of land were acquired by textile manufacturing executive Albert Greene Duncan beginning in 1905. 
Duncan established Nauset Moors Farms there with local Charlie Gunn as its manager. The B Form for 700 Doane Road provides 
greater detail for this period.
